Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 350 USC 121: 

Group I: claims 1-4, drawn to a "packaging material' (i.e. a material capable of 
being used in a package, classified in class 428. 

Group II: claim 5, drawn to a cover, classified in class 220. 

Group III: claim 6, drawn to a package, classified in class 426. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other, because the material of Group I 
can be used in ways other than as a cover or as a package. For example, the material 
as claimed in Group I could be used as a valve system for heated liquids placed at the 
end of an opening in a pipe or a dispenser such as the outlet of a hot water dispenser in 
a coffee making machine. Also, the cover of Group II and the package of Group III are 
also mutually exclusive. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art requiring separate searches as show by their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated as proper. 

Also, if applicant elects Groups I, applicant must elect one species from the 
following election of species requirement. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: 

Species I, wherein the packing material includes a heat sealing agent.
